States was assisting in the thievery. 


Reed bitterly assailed the 
speech 


made by President Wilson in his na- 
tion-wide tour in behalf of the peace 
treaty and frequently quoted from the 
president's addresses. 


He laid especial stress en what he 


called the inequality of the American 
vote in the league of nations, pointing 
out that while the British empire gets 
six votes, the United States gets but 
one, placing her bn the same footing 
of Siam, Haiti and other minor 
na- 


tions. 


Racial equality also played an Im- 


portant part in Reed's speech for he 
charged that the Orientals received 
17 votes in the league, leaving but 
15 for the white race. He also assert- 
ed that.

ed States and other members of the 
league would be bound to keep Ire-
